A method for treating Crohn's disease small 
intestine inflammation, comprising administering a 
pharmaceutical composition comprising a pharmaceutically 
acceptable carrier and an antagonist monoclonal antibody that 
binds specifically to an epitope in a polypeptide which 
epitope consists of amino acids Glnl to Leul27 of SEQ ID NO: 
4, to said subject. 

A method for treating inflammatory bowel disease 
small intestine inflammation, comprising administering a 
pharmaceutical composition comprising a pharmaceutically 
acceptable carrier and an antagonist monoclonal antibody that 
binds specifically to an epitope in a polypeptide which 
epitope consists of amino acids Glnl to Leul27 of SEQ ID NO: 
4, to said subject.
